tha impending regeneratign of China, 
the. probable ‘dissolution of the Colestial 
Empiro isi the’ immediate’ future, the 
syniptoms of incurable deeny, and the pre: } 
spects of irhnt an aceam, plished diplomatist, 
the Marquis Tseng,. described. as the 
awakening of the middle kingdom from the 
shunbor of ages, have in turn‘been foretold 
by people who profess ‘to have an intimate 
knowledge of the state of things ii the Far 
Hast with a confidence which has never yet 
been justified, says a leading article in the 
Stunderd. The signs in the heavens, ‘whe- 
| ther of a new dawn or of a final cataclyym, 
have always ptoved to be illusive. The. 
frequency with which even experiencéd 
observers Lave been Woguiled in the “piast: 
does not encourage us to draw very’certajn 
oy sanguine conclusions from the present 
dalk about contemplated’ reforms and a 
Constitution. The unchanging East of the 
poets, we are well aware, does sometimes 
uridergo extraordinary . transformations, 
which nro as rapid us they arc unexpected. 
It is safer, therefore, not tu be too confident, 
thit we shall not hear within the next ten 
or fifteen years of x Chinese mandarin 
moving a vote of censure onthe Emperor's 
Ministers without risking his personal 
liborty, or of x pig-tailed Minister for War 
submitting an army budget to the conside:- 
ation of the elected representatives of an 
Empire which includes races in every ytuge 
of civilisution and barbarism, Such things 
may come to pass, and tlie, Chinaman 
‘bas a genius for imitating “devices of 
thd “ foreign devil’; though tho nutive- 
made ride will not always go off, and- the- 
House of CSmnons, tle Citingise, may 
ot serve y ‘practical purpose even if it 
is uonyoked by a decree writtén in the 
Imperial vermilion. . Still, ‘the: first steps 
towards the adoption of yepresentative 
government on the Wester inodel, though 
they may lead nowhere in _particulsr, and 
fre only a new variation of. the “ makee 
look seo.” method, are well worth watch- 
ing. It will le remembe~ed that some 
litle. while ago a travelling Commission of | 
eminent Chinese statesmen ‘nnd officials was 
sont to England to report on our system of 
governinent. Duke Tani Tseh, Tnan Fang, 
‘a provincial Viceroy, Tsai Huang Tse, vice- 
president of the Board of Trade, and one 
vr two other. composed the deputation. 
The Commissioners—-and it is diftieult not 
sto sympathiso with them—found our 
glorious Constitution just a little (com: 
plicated. With the‘aid, however, of sume 
English friends they drew up a report afd 
submitted it'-respectfully *to-the Throne. 
Tn regard to some “poihtts' they “wont of 
Opinion that the English: Constitution was 
not Worth imitating ; and though. this may 
not be. flattering to our national ‘pride, it 
is quite possible that they were right." On 
tho ‘other hand, there were many things, 
they ‘said, which China would’ do well to 
copy.’ What precisely was to be borrowed, 
and what to be eschewed, we have yet to 
leam ; but ‘it is already. reported ‘that a 
further stop has ‘heen. taken.
